Results of Year’s Operations. 

The general business depression, which had become 
acute in December, 1907, continued to unfavorably affect 
the Company’s earnings until the beginning of the month 
of December, 1908; and during the first five months of the 
fiscal year covered by this report, its operating revenues 
decreased, in comparison with those of the same months 
of the previous year, $1,633,536.28. 

With the opening of the month of December, 1908, how¬ 
ever, an improvement in all classes of commerce and trade 
began to be apparent, and during the last seven months of 
the fiscal year the Company’s operating revenues, compared 
with those of the like period of the previous year, increased 
$2,171,485.79, giving thereby a net improvement over the 
total of the previous fiscal year of $537,949.51. 

The gross income from all sources for the year ended 
June 30, 1909, was $40,231,012.70; for the year ended 
June 30, 1908, $39,748,549.08; and for the year ended 
June 30, 1907, $41,722,139.61; indicating that although the 
Company, and the industries which it serves, have again 
entered upon an era of prosperity, its gross income for the 
year ended June 30, 1909, was $1,491,126.91 less than for 
the year ended June 30, 1907, when its earnings were at 
their maximum. 

Its revenues derived from the transportation of freight 
increased $528,373.45; from express, mails, etc., $109,- 
088.45; and from outside operations $17,692.36; while 
those arising from the carriage of passengers decreased 
$85,635.66; from other operating revenues $13,876.73; 
and from income from other sources $73,178.25. 

Taxes increased $77,660.05; rentals for leases of other 
roads increased $62,917.71; and interest upon the 
Company’s funded and floating indebtedness increased 
$89,452.24. On the other hand, the net amount paid to 
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other roads, on account of interchange of equipment, was 
reduced from $1,284,757.30 to $626,422.99, a decrease of 
$658,334.31, or a little more than 51%, and miscellaneous 
rents payable decreased $17,053.03. 

As operating expenses were reduced, in comparison with 
those of the previous fiscal year, $708,285.68, the net 
corporate income gained $1,636,106.64; and, after the 
payment of all charges and dividends, a surplus was left 
of $529,142.79 in comparison with a deficit for the previous 
year of $1,409,661.68. 


Outstanding Capital Stock. 

At the close of the fiscal year, June 30, the Company’s 
outstanding capital stock consisted of 31,498 shares of 
preferred, and 282,713 shares of common stock, a total of 
314,211 shares, including 11,283 shares of common stock 
owned by this Company and held unencumbered in its 
treasury, upon which no dividends are paid. The stock 
in the hands of the public, June 30, 1909, was owned by 
7,522 stockholders, with residences as follows:

Funded Debt. 

April 1, 1909, this Company issued its bonds, payable 
April 1, 1929, of the par value $11,700,000.00, bearing 
interest at the rate of four and one-half per cent, per 
annum. From the proceeds, the Company’s floating in¬ 
debtedness was fully paid, and it now has no notes pay¬ 
able outstanding. Its funded debt of all classes now 
stands at $42,073,000.00.

New Equipment. 


During the fiscal year new equipment has been added 
as follows: 23 locomotives; 27 passenger, 2 baggage, 

2 mail, 2,062 freight, 14 caboose, and 84 work cars, at a 
total cost of $2,462,299.66 which, less proceeds and sal¬ 
vage of equipment sold or destroyed — amounting to 
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$313,891.48 —leaves the net cost of the year’s new equip¬ 
ment at $2,148,408.18. This expenditure has been dis¬ 
tributed in the year’s accounts as follows : Charged to 
Operating Expenses for Depreciation and Renewals, 
$940,992.45 ; to Dining Car Equipment for Depreciation, 
$5,071.92 ; to Profit and Loss for Depreciation prior to 
July 1, 1907, $90,408.07, as prescribed under accounting 
rules of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and the 
remainder—$1,111,935.74 —to Capital Account-Equip¬ 
ment. 

Rails and Ties. 

During the fiscal year, thirty-five miles — 4,294 tons — 
of new steel rails have been laid in main tracks, and fifty - 
two miles —5,712 tons —of relay rails have been laid in 
branches and sidings. Since the close of the year, 15,000 
tons — 120 miles — of new rails have been purchased and 
will be laid in main tracks before the advent of winter. 

1,381,489 ties have been laid in main tracks and sidings.

Block Signals. 

The equipment of the Company’s lines with automatic 
signals is progressing as rapidly as the intricacy of the 
work permits; and, as was predicted in last year’s report, 
they are now installed upon its double-track sections be¬ 
tween Boston and Portsmouth, N. H.; Beverly and Glouces¬ 
ter, Mass.; Boston and South Berwick, Me.; Kennebunk 
and Portland, Me.; Boston and Concord, N.H. ; Somerville 
Junction and Lexington, Mass.; Boston and Crescent, N. Y.; 
Johnsonville and Troy, N.Y. ; Worcester and Prescott, 
Mass.; and between Springfield and Greenfield, Mass.; — 
protecting approximately 1,000 miles of trackage. During 
the current year the work will be continued upon the lines 
between Greenfield, Mass., and Windsor, Vt.; Prescott, 
Mass., and Portland, Me.; Concord, N.H., and White 
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River Junction, Vt.; Concord and Woodsville, N.H.; 
Portsmouth, N.H., and Portland, Me.; North Cambridge 
Junction and Northampton, Mass.; South Ashburnham, 
Mass., and Bellows Falls, Vt.; and between South Berwick 
and Kennebunk, Me. About $800,000.00 has thus far 
been expended in the prosecution of this work, and a 
further expenditure, estimated at $450,000.00, has been 
authorized for the current year. 

Elimination of Highway Grade Crossings. 

In the prosecution of this work, $312,917.66 has been 
expended during the year, $78,165.09 of which has been 
reimbursed to the Company by others participating in the 
cost, and $131,498.91 has been charged to leased railroads. 
Accounts for this work completed during the year, amount¬ 
ing to $190,764.47, have been closed and charged to the 
Company’s Construction Account. The total net expendi¬ 
ture made by this Company to June 30, 1909, has been 
$4,279,823.04. 

For many years methods of separating the highway 
crossings and the main line tracks of the Company’s East¬ 
ern Division in the City of Lynn have been under discus¬ 
sion, and in 1906 a Commission, appointed to decide the 
various matters at issue, formulated a decree which was 
approved by the Lynn City Government, the Common¬ 
wealth and this Company. A new Lynn City Government 
did not, however, support the views of its predecessor con¬ 
cerning certain details of the decree, and it appealed 
therefrom to the Board of Railroad Commissioners, which 
returned it to the Commission for further examination. 
As the result of additional hearings and negotiations, a 
satisfactory agreement with the present Mayor of Lynn 
has been arrived at, a new decree entered and approved, 
and a portion of the work is to be undertaken this season 
with the expectation that it will be carried to completion 
during the year 1910. 
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Director Frank T. Brown died at his home in Norwich, 
Conn., April 18, 1909. His connection with this Company, 
although brief, promised to be of great value to its inter¬ 
ests, and his abilities commanded the respect, as his per¬ 
sonal qualities secured for him the liking, of all his asso¬ 
ciates in the Board.
